box tor the -voice. 
If these sinuses 


get filled with mucous or pu§, you 
know how flat the voice becomea, 
having lost the 
resonance 
which 


these hollow cavities are meant to 
give It. 


Most ot us think ot the tlnuaei 


as Just the two big hollows In the 
upper Jaw under our cheeks, but 
there are really five sets ot cavities 
on either side ot the face known 
as the imranaial cavlttee* or sinuses. 


As mentioned before 
the 
lining 


surface or membrane ot these si- 
nuses Is the same at that ot the 
nose, and as there Blouse* all adjoin 
or are connected directly with the 
nose, the lining of the nose simply 
extends Into the •(DUMB. 
You can 


thus see that an Inflammation of 
the lining of the nose can extend 
up into the sinuses and cause the 
same or a similar inflammation 
which is called sinusitis. 


Now it the mucous or pus that 


accumulates in these sinuses could 
simply run downwards and out of 
the nose through a good sized open- 
Ing, sinusitis would not be a serious 
matter.
